200 1. the State of Maryland expanded coverage under the Maryland Children's
Health Program (MCHP) to children under age 19. v.ith family income between 200% and 300% of the
Federal Poverty Level. Families will pay a modest monthly premium to participate in the expansion
program. called MCHP Premium.

Children who have access to Employer-Sponsored Insurance res I) will receive coverage through
enrollment in ESI. ifd1e employer's plan meets cost-effectiveness and coverage standards established by
the State. Claim submission for children covered through ESI will be the same as for any patient covered
under the same employer's Plan. for services covered by the plan.

Children who are encoDed in ESI will also receive Sf!CODdary insurance coverage for co-
pa~"tnents, deductibles, and co-insurance through a policy provided by the Department of Health and
Mental Hygiene. Claims will be submitted to Fidelity Insurance Company, the Department"s third party.#
administrator.
